Dr. Mott found the same welcome 
in Japan, both in public and private, 
lie was Invited to un audience with 
the Kmpresa—the first Christian lay¬ 
man thus honored—and also had a 
personal meeting with the Prince Re¬ 
gent. He found both Interested In 
discussing Christian principles. 

"Anti-Christian Movement." 

A* for fhe “Anti-Christian move¬ 
ment." which Dr. Mott regards as 
exaggerated In news reports, he be¬ 
lieves It accentuated the timeliness of 
the world union of Christian students 
represented in the conference at Pe¬ 
king of fhe World's Student Chris¬ 
tian federation; also the National 
Christ Ian conference gt Shanghai. 

Of the student conference Dr. Mott 
S.-Q-B that in his Judgment no gath¬ 
ering has done more to knit together 
the leaders of to-morrow in the East 
and West.
